Away From Canada 


Toronto.—Canadian meat packers 
state that “Canadian farmers are fac- 
ing the uncomfortable fact that the 
British bacon market is slipping away 
to their competitors, temporarily at 
least.” They state, “that packers 
had to sit by and watch Danish com- 
petition overtake and pass them, mere- 
ly because there were no hogs on our 
farms to purchase.” 

BE. C. Fox, of the William Davies 
Company, explained that the reason 
for the Danish exporter making such 
progress in the British market is a 
simple one. ‘The Danish farmer has 
been and is raising hogs and so there 
is bacon to export. “We have not 
the quantity of bacon to export, be 
cause a suffcient number of hogs 
are got being raised.” 

“Is it because the Danish exporter 
is supplying the British market with 


bacon at a cheaper price than the 
Canadian exporter” Mr. Fox was 
asked. 

“Not at all,” he replied. “Danish 


bacon is a higher priced bacon.”
